danger of being lost In the ruins. 
The party did not land and the Sucbet 
steamed to the north.

In the direction of Le Prccheur the 


appearance of .the volcano was not so 
Urrlflc. The. ground at Le -Precheur 
is covered with a thick layer of cin- 
ders. and the limbs of the trees -are 
weighted down with them.

San Antonio, 'Texaa,' May lf».—A 


teavy rainstorm, accompanied by a 
torrlttc wind, Htryck this rlty.

eral persons wero.lnjurud, but no fa-

buildings were wrecked and the prop- 
erty IOHH Is placed at-$76,000. 
. The wind reached a velocity ot sev- 
enty-two miles an hour arid continued 
at that rate for nearly twenty rain- 
ites. It blew from thu southeast and 
the'n shifted to the southwest, 
the 


greatest velocity helnjr. from'the lat- 
ter point. At Fort Sain Houston gov- 
rnment property was damaged to the 
xtent of 92U,000, tho doors being torn 


oft 'the 
officers' headquarters 
and 


barracks. The West Knd church was 
destroyed, causing a loss of 
$5,000. 


lartwell'fl hotel'was damaged to tho 
extent of $3.000. Damage to private 
residences will reach $20,000. 


Advices received here show 
the 


storm was gennrnl throughout 
the 


state, extending from tne-Hed river to 
.ho lower gulf coast, a distance • of 
ully six hundred miles. -In northern 
Texas tho atmosphere became 
very 


cold Immediately following .the rain. 
The barometer was very low also. In- 
dicating at Dallas 29.2, which Is near- 
y- the point reached here during the 
Galveston disaster. 


Tliu territory Immediately to 
the 


west of Austin Is. badly'damaged by 
the. high winds. Walter's Park, 
a 


small hamlet, fourteen miles tc the 
lorthwest of Austin, was badly dam- 
age'd, something like threescore or 
more bouses being blown down. and 
nany trees uprooted.
